If Germany were 
to say: “As you have greatly increased 
the salary of Ambassador Runyon, whom 
the Emperor loves, your pork and: your 
beef shall be admitted free of duty,’’ the 
evidence of the extra usefulness of our 
Ambassador to Germany would be per- 
fectly plain; but is it not said ‘that a mere 
Minister in Paris persuaded the French to 
take our pork? Why should we go to the 
extra expense of keeping an Ambassador 
when a less gaudy official has accom- 
plished so much? 

Of course, nobody objects to any en- 
joyment the Ambassadors can get out of 
their social relgtions and the prominence 
thetr office gives them, but why should we 
be taxed for these things? What are for- 
eign courts to us, and why should we be 
governed by the absurd Old- World ideas 
discarded by the founders of the Re- 
public? if there are to be changes, let 
Europe be Ameficanized, not America 
made European. .
